Troops Alerted Against 
Threatened Uprising 
After Communists 

Open Campaign to 
Overthrow Shah. 


TEHRAN, Aug. 25 (UP) — 
Ousted Premier Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh and his henchmen were 
put in solitary confinement 
awaiting treason trials today 
while the royalist Government 
alerted troops against a threat- 
ened Communist uprising. 

It was disclosed that Mossa- 
degh had been held in the bar- 
racks of the Hamshidieh army 
garrison since he was spirited 
from the Tehran officers’ club 
where he was first held after his 
arrest. 

Today, the aged ex-Premier 
and key Cabinet members 
ousted with him in the royalist 
coup were taken to prison and 
eonfined in separate cells. 

Iran's outlawed Communists 
openly advocated the overthrow 
of the Shah but the Government 
seemed to be in firm control 
with the army and police be- 
hind it. 

Weapons Seized. 

In a continued crackdown 
against Communist cells, it was 
announced that troops and po- 
lice had seized an arsenal of 
weapons in a hideout of the Tu- 
deh party, including rifles, pis- 
tols, bombs and other explosives. 

The Tudeh (Communist) party 
central committee littered the 
streets with pamphlets denounc- 
ing the royalist coup. 

Calling on the people to “rise 
against the Anglo-American and 
Shah coup d’etat against the 
people,” the Communists said 
the “Anglo-American bayonets 
pointed at you” could be brushed 
aside through unity. 

‘It was the first open bid by 
the Communists since Gen. Fa- 
zollah Zahedi engineered the 
coup last week that toppled 
Mossadegh and returned the 
Shah from exile, 


“100 Pct. Under Control.’ 

Zahedi said the country was 
“100 per cent under control’ in 
spite of the Communist cam- 
paign to create unrest. He said, 
however, the government’s first 
task was “establishing law and 
order” throughout Iran. 

Iranian police scoured the 
country for Tudeh leaders. They 
also sought former Foreign Min- 
ister Hussein Fatemi, who er- 
roneously had been reported 
killed by a mob in the Wednes- 
day uprising in Tehran. 

Zahedi said Iran was “in a 
very critical position” and asked 
friendly nations to “extend the 
hand of co-operation and assist- 
ance.” 

“We need their help,” Zahedi 
said. “This is the least we can 
expect of our friends. By im- 
proving our economic and social 
conditions we would be helping 
to safeguard world peace.” 

Zahedi said he would welcome 
an offer of American aid, but 
he said no direct appeal for 
United States assistance in re- 
plenishing the empty Iranian 
treasury has yet been made. 

Assails MossaGegh. 

In his most recent blast at 
Mossadegh, the Shah last night 
accused the former premier of 
trying to destroy the -constitu- 
tion, emptying the treasury and 
issuing worthless currency. 

Zahedi has accused Mossa- 
degh of defying the Shah’s or- 
ders dismissing him. He said 
ac- 
knowledged receipt of a letter 
of dismissal. 

The Shah told a group of busi- 
ness men that he originally had 
backed Mossadegh because the 
aged Premier’s policy appeared 
aimed at removing foreign in- 
fluences from Iran. 

He said it later became clear, 
however, that Mossadegh’s form- 
ing of cliques and instigation of 
internal struggles were devices 
designed to further his own 
selfish ends and destroy the con- 
stitution. 

The Shah called on the busi- 
ness men to support the Zahedi 
government and help Iran over- 
come its difficulties. 

Many of Tehran’s merchants 
were supporters of Mossadegh 
who kept their shops closed dur-

BARBERS’ BOSSES

Operators of union barber- 
shops met last night and re- 
jected a proposal by journey- 
men barbers to raise prices of 
haircuts,. some declaring that 
present prices had gone about 
as high as the traffic would bear.

Light smoke carrying acrid 
fumes from industrial plants on 
the East Side reduced visibility 
to one and one-half miles in 
downtown St. Louis today. 
Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said the smoke drifted 
over on a 2- to 5-mile-an-hour 
east wind. From 5 a.m, to 9 
a.m. visibility was two miles, 
Wahlgren said; but later the 
smoke increased in density. 
By afternoon, however, the 
wind velocity had increased and 
visibility improved. On Aug. 14 
downtown visibility was reduced 
to five-eighth of a mile by 
smoke mixed with fog.

The state driver's license of 
Robert H. (Hot Rod) Moore will 
be suspended for one year as the 
result of his conviction last night 
in Glendale on charges of speed- 
ing and careless and reckless 
driving, State Director of Reve- 
nue M. E. Morris announced to- 


Moore, the St. Louis area’s 
most notorious young speeder, 
was sentenced by Police Judge 
Roy J. Lee to 60 days in jail 
and fined $100. 

Since 1948, 21-year-old Moore 
has been convicted on traffic 
charges 18 times. In the last 
year he has been convicted five 
times of traffic violations. . 

Under state law, Revenue 1 
rector Morris pointed out, Mor- 
ris must suspend for a year the 
driver’s license of an “habitual 
violator of traffic laws,” a man 
who has five convictions within 
a year for violating state or mu- 
nicipal traffic laws. 

Many Letters Written.

(Police also have established 
that she recently had obtained 
a .22 caliber pistol, a type fre- 
quently used for target shooting 
and a weapon which can be ob- 
tained easily in most any sport- 
ing goods store.) 

Five Slugs From Body. 

Five 22 caliber slugs were re- 
moved last night from the body 
of Mary di Rocco, a niece of 
Boston City Councilor Gabriel 
F. Piemonte. The body was dis- 
covered ‘yesterday noon in the 
cellar of the Di Rocco home by 
the victim’s brother, Robert, 19, 
who met Miss.McDonald leaving 
the house when he returned 
home for lunch. 

Capt. Joseph Small, chief of 
Somerville detectives, said the 
girl apparently was shot as she 
fled down the cellar stairs. A 
bullet through the main artery 
above the heart was the cause 
of death. 

The body was found lying on 
a pile of newspapers which had 
been soaked in motor oil. A pile 
of matches lay next to the in- 
tended funeral pyre but only 
some paper and part of the 
girl’s clothing burned. The fuel 
failed to catch fire. 

Several stab wounds had been 
inflicted on the body and the 
throat had been slashed—ap- 
parently with a razor—after the 
girl was dead. 

Dated Victim’s Brother. 

Police said Miss McDonald 
had dated the victim’s brother, 
Joseph, regularly for three years 
prior to his marriage four 
months ago. She had returned 
periodically to the Di Rocco 
home, where he still lived with 
his bride, in hopes of meeting 
him, the family was quoted as 
saying. 

The viétim’s father, Angelo, 
said he met Miss McDonald at 
noon when he returned home

PANMUNJOM, Aug. 24 (AP) 
—One hundred and _ thirty-six 
more Americans and 264 other 
United Nations prisoners of war 
came back to freedom today but 
the Reds said 400 of the P.O.W.s 
still in stockades may not come 


back because they have chosen 
Communist rule. 

Allied sources confirmed that 
the Red statement was handed 
over at a meeting of the Pris- 
oner Repatriation Committee in 
Panmunjom last night. There 
was no word on what nationali- 
ties made up the 400. 

Today’s release of nine Amer- 
ican officers and 127 enlisted 
men boosted to nearly 2000 the 
number of Americans liberated 
in three weeks of the prisoner 
exchange. 

One hundred thirty-three 
more will be freed tomorrow. 

Many Americans repatriated 
earlier have told of some fellow 
eaptives who have elected to re- 
main behind, either because 
they had turned informer and 
feared retaliation or had swal- 
lowed Communist propaganda. 

A 30-day U. N. Red Cross 
team returning today to Munsan |

Judge Lee found Moore guilty 

of careless and wreckless driv- 
ing, imposing a penalty of 60 
days in jail, and also found him 
guilty of speeding. The penalty 
on the latter charge was a fine 
of $100 and a concurrent jail 
sentence of 60 days. 
Judge Lee said he had not 
combined the charges, although 
both were based on the same 
circumstances — Moore's speed- 
ing 80 miles an hour on Man- 
chester road at 4:45 a.m. Sun- 
day, Aug. 9. 

Overflow Crowd. 
Moore’s trial last night in the 
Glendale City Hall was witnessed 
by an overflow crowd of about 
60 spectators, including many 
teenagers. Some 20 or 30 other 
persons who could not get seats 
stood outside watching through 
windows. A fire engine, usually 
parked on the ground floor of 
the City Hall, was moved out- 
side to provide room for chairs,

question frequently asked is how McCarthy has been able 
Atto become such a prominent and feared person in the 

Senate within a few years. Only former Senators William 
Benton of Connecticut and Millard Tydings of Maryland and 
Senators Mike Monroney of Oklahoma and Herbert Lehman of 
New York have dared to slug it out with him. Benton and Tyd- 


ings were defeated. 


Part of the reason for McCar- 
thy’s present position is that he 
works at his self-assigned job 
from morning far into the night, 
day in and day out. On his pres- 
ent subcommittee staff he has 
23 assistants and in the past he 
has had undercover workers. He 
is also helped by writers for the 
MeCormick and Hearst press, by 
volunteers in the Government 
and by organizations which spe- 
cialize in fighting Communism 
and left-wing ideologies, 


No other Senator devotes so 
much time to a single subject 
and no other Senator has so 
* helpers on any one proj- 
ect. 


In the legal sense, McCarthy 
has a sharp prosecutor’s mind 
and with the mass of material 
assembled by his researchers 
who dig through past congres- 
sional hearings he has been able 
, to present cases in such a way 
that anyone who sets out to're- 
fute him would have to have the 
93 help, which is not avail- 
able. 


‘« Unorthodox or Unethical. 


His methods of presentation 
and debating are unorthodox at 
best, unethical at their worst. 
His attacking tactic is to present 
only one side of a case; his de- 
fensive tactic is to argue that 
whoever opposes him is either a 
Communist or a tool of the 
Communists. 

There can be no doubt that 
most Senators are reluctant — 
ahd some are afraid—to tangle 
with McCarthy in debate. They 
do not have the research staffs 
‘which help him and they appar- 
ently do not know how to cope 
with his unorthodox oratorical 
methods. 


His book “McCarthyism” indi- this 


cates why Senators and others 
do not want to engage him in 
debate. Explaining his attacks 
on. Time magazine and his im- 
plication that Time advertisers 
should withdraw their advertis- 
ing from the magazine, he 
writes: 

J have no personal fight with 
Henry Luce, owner of Time, 
Lite and Fortune. In fact, as 
far as I know, I have never met 
him. There is nothing personal 
in my exposition of the depths 
to Which this magazine will sink 
in using deliberate falsehoods 
to destroy anyone who is hurt- 
ing the Communist cause—noth- 
ing more personal than there 
‘was about a very unpleasant 
task which I had as a boy on 
the farm. That task consisted 
of digging out of their holes and 
destroying the skunks which 
were killing Mother’s chickens. 
That was not a pleasant task. I 
had no personal feeling toward 
those skunks. But someone had 
to do that unpleasant job also.” 


Who Would Rout Reds? 


Another question is: Who 
would rout out the Communists 
if McCarthy did not do it? 
The record shows that the 
Truman Administration, 

through its loyalty program 
‘and the Department of Jus- 
‘tice, was firing and convicting 
Communists several years be- 
fore McCarthy began exploit- 
ing this issue. President Eisen- 
hower gave his answer to this 
question in campaign speeches 
and in his first Staté of the 

Union message. 

At Denver, when asked wheth- 
er he would indorse McCarthy 
for re-election, Eisenhower said: 

„ am not going to support 
anything that smacks to me of 
un-Americanism — that is un- 
American in character, and that 
includes any kind of thing that 
looks to me like unjust damag- 
ing of reputation where the man 
Has not the usual recourse to 
law. Therefore, it is impossible 
for me to give what you might 
call blanket support to anyone 
who holds views of that kind; 
who holds views that would vio- 

eption of what is 
and fair.” 


Message, he gave his solution to 
the joint session of Congress: 


“Confident of your wunder-|tionalized 


standing and co-operation, I 
know that the primary respon- 
sibility for keeping out the dis- 
loyal and the dangerous rests 
squarely upon the executive 
branch. When this branch so 
conducts itself as to require po- 
licing by another branch of the 
Government, it invites its own 
disorder and confusion.” 


He then announced that all 
department and agency heads 
had been instructed to initiate 
their own loyalty programs and 
to review speedily any deroga- 
tory information concerning in- 
cumbent personnel. He added: 

“To carry out these programs, 
I believe that the powers of the 
executive branch under existing 
rot are eae = they should 

ve equate, the necessary 
legislation will be requested. 


“These programs will be both 


fair to the rights of the individ- 


ual and effective for the safety 
of the nation. They will, with 
care and justice, apply the basic 
principle that public employ- 
ment is not a right but a priv- 
ilege. 

“All these measures have two 
purposes. Their first purpose is 
to make certain that this na- 
tion’s security is not jeopar- 
dized by false servants. Their 
second purpose is to clear the 
atmosphere of that unreasoned 
suspicion that aceepts rumor 
and gossip as substitutes for 
evidence.”

which gave complete details on 
the setting up of the new loyal - 
ty program. 

Eisenhower, as à candidate 
and as President, obviously held 
that he did not believe with Me- 
Carthy and his supporters that 
“the end justifies the means.” 

There is a final question of 
whether McCarthy’s methods and 
results have helped or hurt the 
Communists. That question can- 
not be answered with finality. 

Two experts on anti-Commu- 

nism have gone on record as 
believing McCarthy’s methods 
have had the contrary effect 
of what was claimed for them. 

Dr. Robert L. Johnson, outgo- 
ing head of the State Depart- 
ment’s Information Service, re- 
cently has asserted that “unsup- 
ported charges” are damaging 
“many of our most effective 
progra in fighting Commu- 
nism.” 

There was no doubt that 
Johnson was referring to Me- 
Carthy when he said: 

“I do not say that there is a 
deliberate effort to kill or crip- 
ple these anti-Communism pro- 
grams through the device of 
making such charges. I merely 
point out that it is one of the 
tragic ironies of our time that 
some of those who are in the 
forefront of the fight against 
Communism are among those 
who are damaging the action 
programs that do battle against 
it 9s 


The other expert is Herbert 
Philbrick, who acted as an FBI 
volunteer counter-spy in the 
Communist party for nine years. 
He came out of hiding to testify 
as the Government’s witness 
against the 11 top American 
Communists. Philbrick had this 
to say about what he had 
learned about McCarthy and 
McCarthyism while a party 
member: 

“According to leaders in the 
Communist party, McCarthy 
has helped them a great deal. 
The kind of attacks he makes 


to the confusion, putting up a 
smoke screen for the party 
and making it more difficult 
than ever for people to dis- 
cern who is a Communist and 
who is not; they make the 
party appear a let stronger 


hold in Industry. 


BERLIN, Aug. 25 (AP). 
HE Communists announced 
T today the names and loca- 
tions of the 33 Russian-man- 
aged mills and plants that Mos- 
cow says will be turned over to 
the East German government 
when reparations end Jan. 1. 
They represent the last direct 
Soviet foothold in German in- 


dustry. 

The West German Ministry for 
All-German Affairs, in an anal- 
ysis of East zone industry, said 
the Soviet plants have been 
geared for production of war 
materials. Western observers 
anticipated they would be na- 
as soon as they are 
turned back to Premier Otto 
Grotewohl’s government. 

They also anticipate that the 
plants will continue to turn out 
weapons and military supplies 
for the red armies. 

A significant omission from 
the list was the huge uranium 
mine, called the Wismuth A.G., 
at Aue near the Czech border. 
This indicated that the Russians 
were keeping their grip ca this 
important source of fissionable 
material. The Soviets have put. 
thousands of slave workers to 
work in the mine and made it 
a heavily guarded forbidden 
military area. 

Experts’ Analysis. 

Analysis by West German and 
Allied economic experts shows: 

1. The plants produce vast 
quantities of war material, in- 
cluding tanks and tank parts, 
small arms, mortars, shipyard 
parts, cranes, chemicals and syn- 
thetics 


2. Approximately 250,000 high- 
ly skilled East German workers 
are employed in the 33 plants. 

3. The chain of industrial 
mills was so organized that it 
fed the mechanized Red army 
in East Germany with most of 
its equipment, except for ar- 
tillery. Jet aviation fuel, syn- 
thetic rubber and gasoline for 
tanks and armored cars, have 
been turned out in big 
quantities. 
The Russians confiscated the 
largest producing plants in the 
East zone in 1945 and set up a 
chain of 99 “Soviet corpora- 
tions” for a giant reparations 
grab. Sixty-six of the smaller 
mills were turned over to the 
East German Communist regime 
early in 1952 and now are 
“peoples owned“ —nationalized.

246,009 JAPANESE 
SAID TO HAVE DIED 
IN HANDS OF REDS 


TOKYO, Aug. 25 (AP)—The 
Japanese Foreign Office said 
yesterday that nearly 250,000 
Japanese have died in Soviet- 


controlled territories since 1945. 
It also said that about 50,000 
Japanese still were under Rus- 
sian control. 

Since the end of World War 
II, the Foreign Office said 246,- 
009 Japanese have died in the 
Soviet Union, the Kuriles, Sak- 
halin, North Korea and Com- 
munist China. It added that 16. 
596 are believed to have 
perished. 

The statistics were based on 
reports from the homes of per- 
sons detained by the Russians, 
and information brought back 
by Japanese allowed to return 
home since the war ended. 

The newspaper Asahi said the 
statistigs would be placed before 
the fourth conference of the 
United Nations ad hoc commit- 
tee on prisoners of war, flow 
being held at Geneva, Switzer- 
land. They will be presented by 
Hachira Arita, chief Japanese 
delegate to the conference. 


SPOKE TO RUSSIAN 
TROOPS IN KOREA, 
FREED TURK SAYS 


TOKYO, Aug. 25 (UP) — A 
freed Turk who spoke to Rus- 
sian soldiers in North Korea 
confirmed today earlier reports 
that Soviet troops manned anti- 
aircraft guns against United Na- 
tions planes during the Korean 
conflict. 


Cpl. Jan Andronikyan of Is- 
tanbul said he saw ssian sol- 
diers working around guns on 
hills along the route of his 
march to prison Camp 5. He 
said he spotted “about 30 Rus- 
sians“ riding south from Pyong- 
yang in a truck. 

“I know they were Russians, 
because I spoke to them in Rus- 
sian,” he said. They sed 
us on the road and I said good 
morning to them and asked for 
some matches. They tried to 
give them to me, but the Chinese 
stopped them.” 


e said he did not actually 
see the Russians fire the guns, 
but the weapons were 
againts U.N. planes during the 
many aerial battles he said he 
watched. 


U.S. Making Op- 
ponents Squirm.

BONN, Aug. 25 (AP), 
EST GERMANY'’S tough old | 
Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer, fighting for re-elec- 
tion at 77, is making his polit- 
ical opponents squirm with some 
campaign methods borrowed 
from the United States. 


Taking a: leaf from American 
presidential candidates, the 
Chancellor is criss-crossing the 
nation in a “whistle-stop” tour 
to let millions of German voters 
see and hear him. 


He is traveling in a bright red 
special train replete with all the 
trimmings of a United States 
presidential special — press 
agents, harried advisers, a radio 
telephone, bodyguards, teletype 
printers and a separate car for 
newspaper men. 


So far, Adenauer has covered 
3384 miles. He is going 3000 
more before the election on 
Sept. 6. This doesn’t count side 
trips by automobile. In a bag- 
gage car, the Chancellor carries 
two black Mercedes limousines, 
He roars off in these on fre- 
quent side jaunts. 


Adenauer is by far the best 
known figure in German politics, 
and his opponents are jittery 
about so many people getting a 
chance to see “Der Alte” (the 
old one), as the Germans affec- 
tionately call him. 


Still brisk of movement and 
ramrod erect, the Chancellor 
sets a pace that exhausts young- 
er members of his staff. He 
makes two or three speeches a 
day plus countless other stops 
for brief chats or just a bit of 
handshaking. 

The old man gets up in the 
morning long before his entour- 
age and works on the speeches 
for the day. Generally he talks 


off the cuff, even in a major 
address. '
